Prisoners taken by the beach- 
head forces reached 2,600 by noon, 
mostly taken in big batches after 
being surrounded by tanks. Among 
them was the regimental com- 
mander and staff of the 954th 
Infantry of the 362nd Division. 
Both the main forces of the 
south and the beach-head armies are 
driving steadily ahead to effect 
another and more significant link- 
up behind the Pontine Marshes. 
They are forcing Marshal Kessel- 
ring back into a narrowing area, 
where his motor convoys are being 
destroyed by dive-bombers. 
Advancing 34 . beyond 
Cisterna in a rapi y-passi 
move, Allied beech-head forces are 
now within 20 miles of Rome.

There 
is at least one excellent. modern 
building in Dublin, Desmond Fitz- 
gerald’s airport, that makes Croy- 
don .Jook . ridicujous, . Le -Bourget 
pretentious, and can ‘stand com- 
parison with the best modern build- 
ings here or anywhere: - The Irish 
people’s qualities oí. perverseness 
and intransigeance may © enable 
them to withstand the onrush of 
communal cocoa-centre civilisation. 
Perhaps, Ireland is destined once 
again to: be an isolation centre of 
elculture during a new dark age, a 
Byzantium of the West. Undoubtedly 
there is no réle which modern Eire

Ernest Bevin, Minister of Labour, 
to “ reverse the policy we hav€ been 
pursuing ever since the industrial

Far-reaching measures aim at the 
stabilisation of prices and wages, 
mobility of labour — virtually no 
man will ever s idle—raising in- 
dustry to peak efficie to secure 
overseas markets, and elimina- 
tion of “special” aréas curbing 
monopoly evils.

the whole nation from magnate to 
miner is expected to join—for the 
benefit of the nation.
